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Unnatural Disaster 


Supervisor David Campos says luxury housing has created a state of emergency inthe Mission.

The affordable housing crisis 
has hit many residents of the Mission 
District like a hurricane, and now hous- 
ing activists and Supervisor David Cam- 
pos want to see gentrification and 
displacement treated with the same de- 
gree of seriousness as a natural disaster. 
Last Tuesday, Campos introduced 
an “urgency ordinance” to the Board 
of Supervisors that would place a mor- 
atorium on the construction of new 
market-rate housing in the historically 
Latino neighborhood. The legislation 
relies on a section of California state 
law that allows for changes to existing 
zoning code in order “to protect the 
public safety, health, and welfare.” 
“Displacement and even the 
threat of displacement really im- 
pact people’s health, especially 
kids,” Campos said Friday 








as he stood in the atrium of City Hall 
surrounded by hundreds of Mission 
residents and activists. The crowd had 
turned out to demand that Mayor Ed 
Lee declare a “state of emergency” in 
the city and implement emergency 
housing reforms including a one-year 
moratorium on evictions and a two- 
year moratorium on development of 
market-rate housing. 

The idea that a moratorium on 
new construction could help ease the 
city’s affordable housing crunch drives 
pro-development forces to distraction. 
Opponents to the moratorium say 
that San Francisco desperately 
needs more housing supply 
to cope with the city’s

increased population and ease rents. 
But to Campos, the moratorium is 
needed because the wrong kind of 
housing is being built. “This is a mor- 
atorium on luxury housing,” he says. 
“Ninety-three percent of the units 
planned in the Mission are luxury 
housing. There’s very little land in the 
Mission available for new housing. If 
we don't put a stop to the luxury hous- 
ing, by the time the city is ready to buy 
land and build affordable housing, all 
the land will be gone.” 

Among the supporters of the 
moratorium was Romilo Domingo, a 
58-year-old janitor who says that he 
recently lost his job at Park Merced 
when the apartment complex 

brought in a new, nonunion con- 

tractor to provide janitorial and 

handyman services. Domingo 
blames Park Merced’s devel- 
opers for the loss of his job, 

a team which includes 

Robert Rosania, who 

is also behind the 
development of 


the so-called “Monster in the Mis- 
sion” — a 351-unit project planned for 
the intersection of 16th and Mission 
streets. A resident of the Mission for 
40 years, Domingo gestured toward 
the throngs of protesters in City Hall: 
“I'm with them. I support them, not 
the builders. They’re all about greed.” 

After rallying on the steps and pro- 
viding a special background for several 
sets of wedding photographs, the 
protesters held an impromptu sit-in/ 
pizza party outside the mayor’s office. 
Under the watchful eyes of officers 
from the Sheriff’s Department, they 
knocked on the heavy wood door and 
called for the mayor to come outside 
and talk to them. 

The door remained closed.

Rubbish the homeless 
S.F. sea lion is back in 
rehab. 


Rubbish the sea lion pup is 
just one of hundreds of baby sea li- 
ons that have been stranded in 
California this year, thanks to 
warmer-than-usual ocean waters 
and a resulting lack of food 
sources. But he’s the only one (so 
far) that’s waddled onto the streets 
of San Francisco and taken a nap 
under a car. Rubbish’s cosmopoli- 
tan taste gained him national 
fame, but what happens to a sea 
lion pup after he’s rescued from 
the mean streets of the Marina 
District? 

The sea lion’s wanderings 
earned him a return ticket to 
Sausalito’s Marine Mammal Cen- 
ter, a rescue and rehabilitation 
center where he'd already spent 
several months earlier this year, 
thanks to a stranding in Santa 
Barbara. That’s where the pup 
earned the name Rubbish — a 
reference to an exclamation of 
disgust in the Harry Potter books 
— before being released into the 
wild March 23. Rubbish lasted 
only five weeks on his own before 
he showed up in San Francisco, 
suffering from malnutrition. 

Laura Sherr, a spokesperson 
for the MMC, said Rubbish is 
now hanging out in a pool with 
other sea lions his age, including 
Rawr, Tod-Diddle, Codlet, and 
Minden. He’s getting fattened up 
on a mash of herring and nutri- 
tional supplements” in the hopes 
that he can return to the wild. 

As to whether Rubbish re- 
members his previous time at 
the Hogwarts for sea lions, Sherr 
says, [hat is not possible for us 


to know.” JCW 





A Tale of Two 
Colleges 


City College of San Francisco 
may be struggling, but at least 
it’s still Standing. 


When Tarik Farrar, chair of 
City College of San Francisco’s Depart- 
ment of African American Studies, took 
the bullhorn Wednesday last week at a 
protest, he told a tale of two colleges. 
“One college is Heald College, the other 
is City College,” Farrar said. “In 2012, 
both colleges were evaluated by the AC- 
CJC (Accrediting Commission for Com- 








munity and Junior Colleges). Heald 
College was given full accreditation,” he 
explained, while CCSF was placed on the 
path of losing its accreditation. “As the 
result of those decisions, thousands of 
students are suffering.” 

About 100 students and faculty 
had gathered on Ram Plaza fora 
“walkout” called by student groups in 
protest of some of the changes made 
at the school since it was threatened 
with losing its accreditation in 2012 
by the ACCJC. Among the students’ 
demands were the removal of a 
special trustee with extraordinary 
powers (an appointed leader who has 
assumed governance from the elected 
board of trustees), restoring funding 


to diversity studies, and an end toa 
policy that requires students to pay 
course fees up front. 

Performing arts students and 
faculty led the crowd in a rousing, 
seven-verse rendition of “Mack the 
Knife” with lyrics rewritten to bemoan 
the cancellation of construction of a 
new building to house music, theater, 
and dance programs. The protestors 
marched around the Ocean Avenue 
campus before piling into Conlan Hall 
and declaring they would stay in place 
until their demands were met — or 
until the next morning came. 

“We usually stay until 8 a.m. or 9 
a.m.,” said Lalo Gonzalez, a 26-year- 
old student and one of the protest 


organizers. (When police ordered 
the protesters to disperse around 7 
p.m., they decided to leave rather 
than risk arrest.) 

It was far from the first time stu- 
dent activists have held a sit-in at the 
embattled school’s administration 
building over the past few years, and 
there was something a bit rote about 
the execution. Still, there is some- 
thing triumphant about continuing 
protests at City College, if for no oth- 
er reason than that the school’s doors 
remain open. 

The same can’t be said for Heald, 
the private, for-profit college in San 
Francisco that was part of the Corin- 
thian Colleges chain that has been 


under investigation for predatory 
lending practices and misrepresenting 
its job placement numbers for grad- 
uates. The school unexpectedly shut 
down last week, leaving thousands of 
students in the lurch. 

The reversal of fortunes between 
Heald and CCSF is not so much vindi- 
cating as “enraging” to Farrar, who is 
struggling to keep a full slate of Afri- 
can American Studies courses on the 
books while the school attempts to re- 
gain the levels of enrollment it boast- 
ed prior to the accreditation fight. One 
source of new students may be Heald. 
In the days following the closure, 
CCSF staff headed to Heald’s campus 
to enroll stranded students. JCW

The walls of Startup House, 
the tech industry co-working space in 
SoMa where Sen. Rand Paul (R-Ky.) ap- 
peared for a public panel/campaign event 
Saturday afternoon, are covered with 
chalkboard paint, doodles, and tech- 
no-utopian messaging. “Live in the fu- 
ture,” one mural exhorts. 

It doesn’t look like a typical cam- 
paign office, and, despite widespread 
reports that Paul would become the 
first 2016 presidential candidate to 
open a campaign office in San Francisco 
by setting up shop at Startup House — 
it isn’t going to be one. 

Paul simply paid for a $50 per 
month membership to Startup House, 
said Giovanni Barbieri, the manager of 
the co-working space, before Saturday’s 
event. That means if Paul comes back to 
San Francisco, he can attend events or 
work there for free. 

Missing out on hosting #Phone- 
BankForRand events in the small, store- 
front space on Howard Street probably 
isn’t a great loss for Barbieri, a 25-year- 
old from Italy. Asked about Paul’s pres- 
idential candidacy, he responded, “I’m 
not interested. I can’t vote.” 

Saturday’s event, “Disrupting De- 
mocracy, was hosted by Lincoln Labs 
—a “community of individuals who 
desire to advance liberty in the public 
square with the use of technology” — 
and Brigade — the Sean Parker, Marc 
Benioff, and Ron Conway-backed “civic 
engagement” startup. The room was 
packed with a mostly young, mostly 
male mix of startup dudes and liberty 
lovers. The preponderance of blaz- 
er-clad bodies meant that my only view 
of Paul came from peeking at the Peri- 
scope feed streaming on the “I don’t 
believe the liberal media’”-bestickered 
laptop of a guy sitting next to me in 
the back. 

“This is supposed to be the Periscope 
election,” San Francisco Chronicle politi- 
cal reporter and event-moderator Carla 
Marinucci said, before prodding Paul to 
reveal how his campaign plans to reach 
out to young voters through social 
media. (His answer: “We use Snapchat 
more than anyone else out there.”) 

Paul spent much of his 40-minute 
appearance at Startup House arguing 
that his very presence in San Francisco 
is indicative of his iconoclasm: He’s a 
Republican who can compete for votes 
in traditionally liberal California because 
he will appeal to libertarian-leaning tech 
workers, he claims. “I’m a different kind 
of Republican, one who respects the en- 
tire Bill of Rights,” he said.

The argument that Paul could win 
voters over in Silicon Valley makes 
sense to Matt Shupe, a campaign con- 
sultant whose LinkedIn profile brags 
that he “organized the largest Repub- 
lican event in San Francisco in the last 
30 years” during his time as executive 
director of the S.F. Republican Party. 
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Shupe said Paul was in his “top two” 
picks for the Republican nominee (the 
other is Scott Walker). 

Few of the actual tech workers in at- 
tendance were willing to admit to being 
more than Rand-curious, however, at 
least not to a reporter. Armando Flores, 
a freelance web developer and member

of Startup House, said, “I’m not all that 
big on politics, but I like his stance on 
the NSA.” 

Mujtaba Badat, another Startup 
House member and a software develop- 
er at a social network for doctors, was 
disappointed in Paul’s lack of support 
for net neutrality and that he didn’t 
address the issue of visas for highly 
skilled tech workers. Stephen Cataldo 
said his politics were more in line with 
your average San Franciscan, but he 
came to the event to network and talk 
up his startup, a social network that will 
encourage people from opposite ends 
of the ideological divide to talk politics 
with each other constructively. 

But while Paul emphasized the 
most progressive-friendly aspects of 
his beliefs — criticizing civil asset for- 
feiture, felon disenfranchisement, and 
bulk collection of metadata by the NSA 
— he garnered some of his loudest ap- 
plause of the afternoon by espousing a 
decidedly conservative position. Asked 
about his opposition to a bill that 
would allow people to refinance their 
student loans, he mocked the idea that 
college should be free, saying, “That’s 
ridiculous. That’s absurd.” 

Perhaps there are some true Republi- 
cans in San Francisco after all.

The Great 
Sunset Screwjob 


Lawmaking in San Francisco is 
a time-intensive process — except when 
there’s an emergency, like the one Supervi- 
sor Katy Tang’s office dealt with in late April. 

Tang — the Board of Supervisor's 
youngest member, who serves the Sunset 
District where she grew up — introduced 
new legislation on April 21. Usually, new 
laws go through a 30-day waiting period 
before the next step. But Tang was in a 
rush. “This is very timely and needed in 
a short period of time,” Tang aide Ashley 
Summers wrote in an email that asked 
for a hearing within a week. 

At first the board’s nonelected staff- 
ers rejected relaxing the rules to accom- 
modate such an unorthodox hurry. 
“[W]e say no to this type of request as 
it is a high risk scenario to get things 
wrong, explained Board Clerk Angela 
Calvillo, who, after some begging and 
finessing, was convinced to play shep- 
herd. “Honestly you made a special plea 
for this so we will make it happen, and 
make every effort to get it right for you,” 
Calvillo told Tang in an email. 

Tang’s elected colleagues took care of 
the rest: Board of Supervisors President 
London Breed waived the 30-day rule, 





and clerks for the board’s Land Use 
Committee calendared the item on May 
4. After a committee hearing that lasted 
less than 10 minutes, the item went to 
the full board the very next day, where it 
was approved by a 9-2 vote. From bill to 
law in two weeks — a near-record and a 
rarity in any legislative body. 

What was the crisis that precipitated 
such a flurry of activity? A legal medical 
marijuana dispensary. 

For almost six years, a group of Bay 
Area cannabis entrepreneurs — not 
capitalists or techies, but regular folks 
over 50: a former Sunset District high 
school teacher, a contractor with a 
farm in Mendocino, and a city native 
in a wheelchair — have been trying to 
convert an old chiropractor’s office on 
Taraval Street into a city-licensed can- 
nabis club. For a short period of time in 
2010, Paul Hansbury (the contractor) 
and Greg Schoep (and his 
wheelchair) had a license 
to do just that. 

There’s a compelling 
argument to be made for 
a Sunset pot club. There 
are none, almost 20 years 
after California okayed 
medical marijuana. In that 
time, “clustering” of clubs 
in other parts of the city 
has been identified as an 
issue by city planners. 
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Thus far, the idea has proved vastly 
unpopular with a vocal group of neigh- 
bors. But that’s not why the club isn’t 
open. Legal weed is staying out of the 
Sunset in large part thanks to a confus- 
ing and poorly written zoning law, as 
well as city officials like Tang and her 
predecessor, current Assessor-Recorder 
Carmen Chu, who have changed the 
law or found exceptions to it in order 
to do so. 

After a marathon City Hall hearing 
in 2010 that lasted until 3 a.m., the 
city’s Planning Commission issued the 
dispensary a permit. There was no legal 
reason to deny it — until city officials 
found one. Buried deep in the city’s 
planning code was a typo. There’s a 
section of code that refers to land uses 
— like preschools — from which pot 
clubs must maintain a safe distance. 
That same section of code references 
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another section — and that section 
doesn’t exist. 

There was political pressure from 
Chu and public pressure from neighbors 
armed with Reefer Madness-era attitudes 
about marijuana to beat back the club. 
But it was the typo that the city’s Board 
of Appeals used to legally revoke the 
permit — a move that had never been 
done before or since. 

Fast forward a few years. Wash- 
ington and Colorado have legalized 
recreational cannabis. An overwhelm- 
ing majority of Americans support 
medical marijuana. Chu moves onto 
higher office, and a former aide who 
worked on the pot club issue — Katy 
Tang — succeeds her. Since Hansbury 
and Schoep have a long-term lease on 
the chiropractor’s office, they decide 
in 2013 to try again with a Sunset pot 
club. Eighteen months after they file 
their application, a hearing at Planning 
is scheduled. But one week before the 
hearing, it’s delayed indefinitely. An- 

other typo? Close. 

In 2012, about six 
months before leaving 
office, Chu authored 
legislation making 
zoning in the Sunset 
more complicated. To 
Judah, Irving, Taraval 
and Noriega streets, 

she added “neighbor- 
hood commercial dis- 
tricts,’ zoning areas 
meant to encourage 
pedestrian-friendly 


x t 
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use. Weed clubs are allowed in neigh- 
borhood commercial districts, via the 
city’s typical planning process (called 
“discretionary review’). That’s an eas- 
ier hurdle than the “conditional use” 
process — which city planners “discov- 
ered” the weed club needed, one week 
before its discretionary review hearing. 

There’s another section of code that 
requires businesses in neighborhood 
commercial districts to be “active uses” 
— that is, pedestrian-friendly business- 
es. The Planning Code includes marijua- 
na dispensaries on its list of these, but 
they weren't on that list in Chu’s 2012 
legislation. Hence the tougher hurdle. 

A citywide change to the zoning code, 
signed into law by Mayor Ed Lee earlier 
this year, makes it clear that pot clubs 
don’t need the tougher approval process. 
But Tang’s “emergency legislation” was 
written to reverse that change and apply 
the tougher conditional use process — 
just in time to make the process tougher 
for three other cannabis dispensaries 
with permit applications in process. 

In comments to SF Weekly, Planning 
officials admit the code is vague. Maybe 
shoddy lawmaking is to blame. But from 
a certain perspective, the affair reeks of 
gamesmanship. 

“We have been trying very hard to 
do everything right. They keep changing 
the rules on us — sometimes making 
them up as they go,” said Hansbury. 
“There are some who would argue that 
there’s malicious intent.”

It’s 11:45 a.m. and a dog is fall- 
ing from the sky. 

Moments earlier Nala, a rescue ani- 
mal, was taking care of her five puppies 
who were on their way by small aircraft 
from Lexington, Ky., to Canada to be 
trained as service animals. Now the 
helpless pooch is in total freefall, quick- 
ly spiraling toward the earth. 

Nala was being transported with her 
five puppies in a private four-seat plane 
on Friday, May 1, when the cargo door 
burst open at about 200 feet, ejecting the 
canine from the aircraft. Within seconds, 
the fall — and Nala’s life — is over. 

When the pilot realizes he’s lost the 
animal, he turns the aircraft around and 
flies back to Lexington’s Blue Grass Air- 
port. “I just felt this gush of air coming 
on my back. Immediately I look back 
there and knew the door popped up,” the 
teary eyed pilot later told a local news re- 
porter. “I just really feel terrible because 
there were some people who trusted me 
with their puppies, you know? And I just 
don’t know what happened.” 

The tragic accident two weeks ago at 
Blue Grass Airport is not as uncommon 
as you might think. Dogs, cats, and pets 
of all kinds are lost, injured, and killed 
with frightening regularity while in the 
care of airlines. Since the Department 
of Transportation and Federal Aviation 
Administration began requiring major 
airlines to report pet-related incidents 
10 years ago, 275 animals have been 
killed, 149 injured, and 51 lost. 

Because the DOT doesn’t organize its 
animal incident reports by airport, it’s 
difficult to see if any one airport is more 
dangerous for pets than another, but 
San Francisco International routinely 
appears in the reports. According a 
2007 report, SFO set up harm-free traps 
around its airfield in an attempt to find 
a cat who jumped out of its kennel and 
escaped onto the tarmac during loading. 
The 5-year-old feline, named Tiger Lilly, 
was never found. 

According to nationwide records, 
air-traveling pets sometimes suffer 
from asphyxia, overheat during extend- 
ed layovers, are killed by other animals, 
have stress-induced heart attacks, or die 
in other equally brutal ways. 

Blue Grass Airport is a small hub 
with only one terminal and four com- 
mercial airlines offering 15 nonstop 
destinations. On average, its two run- 
ways see about 40 departures and arriv- 
als a day — 60 percent of them private 
planes. Nala’s pilot — a volunteer with 
Pilots N Paws, a nonprofit organization 
that transports rescue animals — was 
flying a Piper Comanche, a small prop 
plane that doesn’t have a pressurized 
cabin like large commercial jets. But 
the plane’s cargo door wasn’t properly 
latched. Nala’s puppies, it turned out, 
were all safely tucked away under a 
seat, and they survived. Their mother’s 
body was later collected by public safety 
personnel, according to airport spokes- 
person Amy Caudill. 

“We always look out for the safety of 
our travelers, and many times those are 


not necessarily people — we do a lot of 
horse transport in particular,” Caudill 
said. “So we have many different types 
of travelers, both animal and human.” 

Even well-traveled dogs flying major 
airlines and large airports get hurt, lost, 
killed. Take Vivi, the award-winning 
whippet who escaped from her top-of- 
the-line kennel at Kennedy Interna- 
tional Airport in 2006 after competing 
in the Westminster Kennel Club Dog 
Show. Vivi, an animal who could run up 
to 35 miles an hour, darted from a plane 
slated for California and disappeared 
through a chain-link fence. An army of 
volunteers, police officers, and even a 
helicopter from the Port Authority of 
New York and New Jersey searched for 
the prized showdog. “No matter how 
prestigious an animal, there’s still some 
a risk,” said Jol A. Silversmith, a partner 
at a Washington, D.C., law firm that 
works in aviation issues. 

Vivi's loss prompted a media cir- 
cus. Pet detectives and psychics got 
involved. There were weekly searches, a 
hotline, and $5,000 reward. The 3-year- 
old white and brown dog was never lo- 
cated. Even if she had been, Silversmith 
said, she likely would have remained 
“lost” on the official record. “One of the 
challenges with lost animals is that we 
never see if they are eventually found,” 
Silversmith said. 

That unknown status is almost 
appropriate for the whippet who 
turned into an urban legend. The New 
York Times penned numerous stories 
about people from all over the city who 
claimed to have spotted the famed 
runaway. 


A FAMILY FOLK TALE 

Like the urban legend New Yorkers 
built around Vivi's real-life story, most 
families also have their own folk tales — 
stories that get told and retold over holi- 
day meals, creating an oral tradition that 
over time tends to distort the truth. My 
family’s tale involves a toy poodle named 
Poppy, who purportedly survived a fall 
from an airplane at San Francisco Inter- 
national Airport to become a much-loved 
pet. Since hearing multiple accounts of 
Poppy’s adventures four years ago, I’ve 
become obsessed with what actually hap- 
pened to the dog. I began interviewing 
family members in 2012, keeping notes 
in files on my computer, and researching 
data involving pet injuries, deaths, and 
survivals at airports. 

Poppy’s story begins on an unusu- 
ally sunny day in Pacifica, in 1969. My 
father, Edward, then 8, was wandering 
around town with his little brother Mi- 
chael and neighbor Pete. The boys had 
spent the day in the back of a valley a 
few miles west of SFO, where their sub- 
urban tract homes were built, feeding 
horses at the local horse stable Saddle- 
back. Overhead, planes taking off from 
SFO soared over the coastal mountains. 

While walking back home, the boys 
happened upon a scruffy toy poodle. It 
was a little banged up — a cut on its lip, 
leaves in its hair — but wasn’t walking 
with a limp or displaying any other signs 
of having any major injuries. The dog 
trailed the group backtomy »>?pi2 
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father’s house. “I can picture the little 
dog following behind us right now,’ he 
remembers. 

When the kids showed their new 
companion to my grandmother Tony, 
she immediately fell in love with the 
dog. Tony cleaned it up, fed it chopped 
liver (it refused normal dog food), and 
as the weeks passed allowed it to sleep 
in her bed under the covers. The family 
named the new pet Poppy, after the 
flower that grows all over the moun- 
tains of Pacifica. “It was a sweet little 
dog so the family welcomed it with 
open arms,” my father says, as he flips 
through old family photos looking for a 
picture of the poodle. 

My great-grandmother Wilma, who 
worked in the animal-training business, 
pointed out some signs that Poppy be- 
longed to someone else: She looked like 
a purebred, was well behaved, respond- 
ed to her name, and had a tarnished 
collar around her neck. Wilma urged my 
grandmother to put an ad in the paper, 
and though Tony was hesitant at first 
(because she loved the dog and wanted 
to keep him), she eventually conceded. 

A few weeks passed with no re- 
sponse to the ad, and the family was 
relieved, but Wilma insisted Poppy was 
someone else’s pet. She examined the 
scratched-up collar dangling from the 
dog’s neck. Less than half the letters 
were recognizable, but she was able to 
make out a county in Washington state 
that she recognized. She contacted 
authorities and found the dog was reg- 
istered. That’s when the family learned 
of its tale. 

“T wouldn't have believed it until we 
got a phone call from the airline telling 
us that they had lost the dog,” my fa- 
ther told me. “They said that a dog had 
literally fallen, and they knew where the 
owner was, and that the dog had a mate 
who wasn't eating.” 

The family believed, based on its 
phone call with the airline, that Poppy 
had fallen out of an airplane while it 
was in flight. It’s impossible to know 
what the airline said in that phone call 
46 years ago, but the message received 
was the dog had fallen from the sky. 

“United Airlines contacted the family 
and said on a particular day they would 
come and pick up the dog — which was 
a sad day for the Saincomes,” said my 
great aunt Jacinta Martinez. 

The dog belonged to an elderly wom- 
an in Washington state. Her husband 
had died a year before Poppy went miss- 
ing, so the widow was grieving both the 
loss of her husband and her toy poodle. 
The airline dispatched a team to my fam- 
ily’s home to retrieve the lost animal, 
ending its extended layover in Pacifica. 

The airline officials who showed up 
on the porch with a crate in hand left an 
impression on my father. “I can picture 
them, because they were in uniforms 
and had wings,’ my father says, point- 
ing to his chest where airline pilots wear 
insignia. “They were big. I think it was 
two guys. They got the dog and offered 
us a reward for taking care of it for that 
time — $100 I think.” 
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According to my great aunt, my 
grandfather refused the reward, but 
United insisted on giving the family 
something, so the two parties settled 
on a coupon for a free family meal. 
Feeling its hand was forced, the family 
agreed to give the dog back. 

“I mean, if it’s theirs it’s theirs, but 
that part was hard, because we liked the 
little dog,” my father recalled. 


INVESTIGATION 

Nice legend, but if I was to truly 
believe in Poppy’s leap of faith, I would 
need some hard evidence. It’s true that 
animals and humans do, on occasion, 
fall from great heights and survive: Last 
year a California dog survived a 15-sto- 
ry fall from a high-rise building after 
splash landing in a hot tub. Skydivers 
who survive extraordinary falls after 
their parachutes fail to open appear in 
the news with regularity, and according 
to Jim Hamilton, who created the Free 
Fall Research Page, free-fallers sur- 
rounded by a semi-protective cocoons 
of debris — like plane wreckage (or in 
Poppy's case a kennel) — have an even 
higher chance of survival, especially 
when landing in wooded areas with lots 
of flora or bodies of water (like Pacifica). 

But despite my searching, I failed 
to find any documents proving Poppy’s 
legendary fall; I couldn’t even find a 
picture of Poppy. And although many 
of the people involved in the tale, and 
the dog itself, have passed away, I was 
struck by the drama and power of the 
story. Was it true that the house I now 
live in was once occupied by a dog who 
fell from the sky? 

I’ve looked in microfilm archives, 
digital databases, and other incident re- 
cords searching for Poppy’s paper trail. 
I called every aviation organization that 
might have a record and enlisted its 
help in my search. I even called the Bay 
Area-based MythBusters, but like Unit- 
ed Airlines, they never got back to me. 

Doug Yakel, SFO’s public information 
officer, couldn't find any documents or 
records of the Poppy dropping. Ian Gre- 
gor at the FAA couldn't find an accident 
or incident report resembling Poppy’s. 
Terry Williams of the National Transpor- 
tation Safety Board said, “We checked 
our database regarding incidents involv- 
ing cargo doors opening during takeoff 
during 1968-1971 and there’s nothing 
that references a dog being ejected or 
dropped from an airplane.” 

John Hill, curator and assistant di- 
rector of aviation at the SFO museum, 
dug even deeper, leading an investiga- 
tion that checked every handwritten 
operations report from 1969 looking 
for evidence of Poppy. He turned up 
empty-handed. 

“If a dog gets loose and then gets put 
back in the airplane or recovered later 
in 1969, does that get reported?” Hill 
said. “Maybe, maybe not.” 

Since there was no federal mandate 
to report animal-related incidents on 
commercial airlines before 2005, it is 
plausible that such an event could occur 
without an official record. It’s also plau- 
sible that a 46-year-old record could have 
been lost. Hill noted some of the pages 


from the handwritten 1969 operations 
reports had gone missing. 

Based on more common animal inci- 
dents on airplanes it seems most likely 
Poppy only fell two or three feet after 
her kennel was mishandled on the tar- 
mac, causing it to crack open. Perhaps 
that’s what the airline meant when they 
said Poppy had “fallen.” 

“Usually most pets are ‘lost’ on the 
ground,” said Silversmith, the attorney 
who works on aviation issues. “But we 
don’t have a good sense from the num- 
bers of how many ever get recovered.” 

Silversmith follows the Department 
of Transportation’s monthly reports 
regarding animal incidents, compiling 
them into more meaningful data that 
breaks down the info by airline and 
year. But because Silversmith is working 
from the original numbers, he says, the 
information can’t show larger patterns. 

“There’s no record of how many ani- 
mals fly without incident, so it’s difficult 
to put any of this into context,” Silver- 
smith said. “There’s also a fair number 
of cases where animals fall out of their 
crates but we never get an update or 
clear solution about what happened af- 
ter that, even with people going to great 
efforts to find them.” 

The reports also fail to include 
non-pet animals, such as an incident 
last month involving a 40-pound male 
wolverine that attempted an escape 
at Newark airport. Small carriers that 
don’t carry at least 1 percent of the pop- 
ulation weren't required to report any 
animal-related incidents until January 
2015. Incidents on international flights 
still don’t get reported. 


For years, acoustic guitarists and 
violin players have had horrifying stories of 
Martins, Gibsons, and ancient violins get- 
ting crushed by careless baggage handlers. 
“I watched as United Airline workers at 
Chicago’s O’Hare International Airport 
threw my guitar around the tarmac. When 
[arrived at my destination my $3,500 Tay- 
lor guitar was broken and unplayable,” says 
Dave Carroll, who ended up writing a song 
about the customer service nightmare that 
went viral on YouTube. But in 2014, the 
DOT passed a law saying if space was avail- 
able, airlines must allow musicians to car- 
ry-on small instruments free of charge in 
order to protect them. So your inanimate 
musical instrument can now travel safely. 
Not so with your heavy-set pet kitten. 

Karen Pascoe was moving from New 
York City to the Bay Area in 2011 with 
her two large cats — both over the 15 
pound weight limit for carryon pets. 
American Airlines told Pascoe she had 
to check both of the feline fliers as cargo 
or baggage as opposed to keeping them 
under her seat. 

Down in the luggage area, American 
Airlines employees stacked the crates 
(against protocol) on top of each other. 
The top crate, containing Jack, toppled, 
bursting open upon impact with the 
ground, letting Jack free. The Norwegian 
forest cat was lost inside the American 
Airlines terminal of JFK airport for 61 
days. He fell out of the ceiling in the cus- 
toms and border patrol office on the 61st 
day. He hadn’t had food or water. >? p14

“He suffered injuries when he fell,” 
said Mary Beth Melchior, founder of 
Where Is Jack Inc., an organization that 
advocates for safe air travel for animals 
in Jack’s memory. “He had liver disease, 
so basically his organs had started to 
feed on themselves in his body, so he 
couldn't recover from his wounds. 

After 12 days in ICU he was humanely 
euthanized.” 

Melchior walks people through the 
always-dangerous process of flying with 
pets, and gives them advice on alterna- 
tive solutions to boarding a plane. 

“Our goal is to make sure what 
happened to Jack, meaning the mishan- 
dling or mistreatment of animals by the 
airlines, never happens again,” Melchior 
said, adding a tip for animal lovers who 
travel by air. "If you wouldn't put your 
three-year-old in the conditions, don’t 
put your animal in them either.” 

Jack’s story garnered much media 
attention, but commercially or interna- 
tionally flown animals still die without 
any reports or attention. 

“For some reason breeders like to 
get their French bulldogs from 
Romania,” Melchior said. “They have the 
pug noses and short faces, so they have 
a real hard time flying. We hear tons of 
incidents about French bulldogs dying 
en route from Romania, and they never 
get reported.” 

According to Silversmith and several 
other aviation experts I spoke with, 
if Poppy did fall out of a plane, it was 
most likely a small, unpressurized pri- 
vate plane similar to the one Nala, the 
dog who fell to her death in Kentucky, 
fell out of. Because when large commer- 
cial jets drop cargo, it’s a much more 
serious issue that sometimes results in 
the plane crashing — and almost always 
generates a formal report. 

Perhaps Poppy escaped her kennel 
while being loaded onto the plane, like 
Jack The Cat, but instead of hiding in the 
terminal journeyed outward, navigating 
the three-or four-hour trek across (or 
under) two highways and a mountain, 
brushing up against foliage and earning 
the scars my grandmother in Pacifica lat- 
er cleaned up. The airline could have then 
truthfully told my family that Poppy “fell 
from the plane,’ and my grandmother 
just interpreted that as meaning the 
plane was in-flight when Poppy fell. 

Desperate to find any trace evidence 
of Poppy’s legendary fall, I dived into 
old microfilm classified ads in local 
newspapers. One, in a December 1969 
issue of the San Francisco Examiner 
reads: “DOG—White, fluffy std. poodle, 
fem. Lost at S.F. airport. 12/20. Reward. 
567-7132 or 567-4040.” 

It wasn’t a true match. The al- 
ways-elusive Poppy was a toy poodle, not 
a standard poodle. But it was one more 
piece of evidence that dogs, cats, and pets 
of all kind have been getting lost, injured, 
or killed on airlines for a long, long time. 
And until changes to the rules governing 
how animals fly with us on airplanes are 
made, there will be more Nalas, more 
Jacks, (maybe) more Poppys.

Built in 1804, “Mount Misery” is a five-bedroom brick Georgian on Chesapeake 
Bay. It was once part of the estate of Edward Covey, a “slave breaker” who had 
unique ways of stripping a strong mind of its humanity. Mount Misery reached 
renown in the best-selling, history-shaping memoir of abolitionist Frederick 
Douglass. In 2003, as if assembling his own haunting, Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld purchased the place as his summer home. When playwright Andrew 
Saito learned of it, he could not shake the thought: Rumsfeld, a modern propo- 
nent of torture, inhabiting the place where Douglass suffered the worst degrada- 
tions of his life. This past winter, the European Center for Constitutional and 
Human Rights filed the latest in a long list of criminal complaints against Rums- 
feld for war crimes. One can imagine him at Mount Misery, secure in his recti- 
tude, sipping lemonade, spinning vindications. But what if Douglass, one of the 
world’s greatest orators, were there, too? Saito’s Mount Misery entwines the 
histories of these prominent men into an elegant, surprisingly funny examina- 
tion of America’s difficult history with race and power.

Daily routines range from boring to downright quirky. But humans have the 
same requirements, more or less, to get through the day. “Wake, feed, eat, em- 
brace, change, dress, feed, sleep, wake, eat, feed, bathe, nurture, embrace, feed, 
sleep and repeat,” reads the artist’s statement for “Mooka: New Work by 
Artist Yasmina Dedijer-Small.”

Passes and Fails

He’s not on the cast list, but 
the Devil is everywhere in Tarell Mc- 
Craney’s cyclonic Heads of Passes. 

At the very least, an evil spirit runs 
rampant, fouling faith’s proverbial 
waters in the two-act play directed by 
Tina Landau of Chicago’s Steppenwolf 
Theatre Company. Delivered with re- 
sounding thunder by a force-of-nature 
cast on the Thrust Stage, Passes scales 
up in a massive tale of gods, family, and 
catastrophic love. 

McCraney, a hot commodity on the 
playwright circuit, is the winner of a 
2013 MacArthur “Genius” Grant, a Do- 
ris Duke Artist Award, and other hon- 
ors. His The Brother/Sister Plays trilogy 
came to Bay Area stages (Magic Theatre, 
A.C.T. and Marin Theatre Company) in 
2010. Passes premiered in Chicago in 
2013 to mixed reviews, and McCraney 
and Landau have tightened the produc- 
tion before bringing it to Berkeley. 

Inspired by the Biblical Job, a man 
burnt, afflicted with boils, impover- 
ished, and stripped by God of his very 
offspring, Passes subjects a southern 
Louisiana matriarch, named Shelah 
(Cheryl Lynn Bruce) to equally bad 
things. With her family gathering to cel- 
ebrate her birthday at a party she didn’t 
expect and doesn’t want, floods, illness, 
betrayal, addictions, incest, death, and 
flawed family relationships arrive like 
uninvited house guests. Even a dark An- 
gel (Sullivan Jones) menaces. His forced 
grin makes Shelah giggle uncontrollably, 
but his alternative countenance surpass- 
es stern to become nothing less than a 
storm of judgment itself. 
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If the first act rolls out like a turbu- 
lent carpet with the occasional overly 
dramatic segue, and the second act 
drives a stake so thick it comes just shy 
of wedging itself into the heart of mis- 
fortune, the cumulative effect is like sur- 
viving a squall. Tossed out of the theater 
as if washed up on the shore, a person 
is grateful to be alive, but disoriented, 
saturated, still choking on the debris of 
McCraney’s ambition. But perhaps that’s 
his intention. Why should a man wrestle 
alone when there’s all of humanity to 
share in pondering the turmoil between 
good and evil? McCraney doesn’t solve 
our problems as much as shake our cage. 

Shelah’s faith — in God, in the power 
of banishing deviled eggs from her dilapi- 
dated, falling-down house — is splintered 
and nearly destroyed by her two sons, 
Spencer (Brian Tyree Henry) and the 
fancy-pants Aubrey (Francoise Battiste). 
Cookie (Nikkole Salter) becomes another 
thorn in the family’s side. An illegitimate 
child born to Shelah’s deceased husband, 
Big Aubrey, she pierces Shelah’s too-fond 
heart with her addictions and backstory. 

With rain pouring through the living 
room ceiling, Shelah’s support system 
can’t prevent the collapse of her home 
and family. Best friend Mae (a joyful 
Kimberly Scott), top employee Creaker 
(big-hearted Michael A. Shepperd) and 
not-so-secret admirer Dr. Anderson (the 
superb James Carpenter) are integral to 
the first act’s set up. Appearing as only 
a blink after intermission, they deliver 
multiple, blinding blows. Driving them 
from her home, Shelah is left with only 
the Angel, who foreshadows her moves 
amid the cantilevered wreckage of G.W. 
Mercier’s ingeniously designed set. 
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Bruce shines in the role she originat- 
ed with a porousness that allows for a 
genuine, mixed response. We want to 
slap her out of the mother’s love that 
blinds her, then put her on a pedestal 
for never giving up on her troublesome 
children. McCraney packs Bruce’s sec- 
ond act soliloquy with a poetic sense 
equal to the Bible’s finest psalms — at 
times overly so. It’s easy to miss one 
phrase while contemplating another 
that just passed, but only because Bruce 
delivers each line with mesmerizing 
power. A second viewing of the play be- 
comes a temptation. 

Landau manages to pull rabbits out 
of her hat with fine pacing and vivid 
performances she draws from the cast. 
Battiste is the perfect silvery foil, riding 
his character’s complicated love/hate 
mannerisms like a slippery fish. Scott 
and Anderson may not get as much 
attention in their supporting roles, 
but like the water used (and recycled, 
the Rep notes for the drought-weary 
audience's sake), the play wouldn’t work 
without their fluid presence. 

It’s ironic that the best thing to say 
about Passes might be that it’s disturb- 
ing. Haunted by ghosts and angels, gods 
and good intentions gone bad long after 
the play is over, Passes reminds us that 
as much as we might try to control it, 
evil lurks in life's dark corners. Unfailing 
faith in a god, good forces, long-suffer- 
ing love, or the natural world’s beauty 
may be our only redress.

Sitting in on 
Beach Blanket 
Babylon's Wacky 
Auditions

“You want pre-show music, 
Kenny?” 

Pink’s “Get the Party Started” fills 
Club Fugazi, where dozens of eager 
comics, hams, and thespians are 
waiting on a Saturday afternoon to 
audition for Beach Blanket Babylon, 
arguably San Francisco’s premiere 
theatrical institution. The song does 
nothing to calm anybody down. 

While things are getting settled, 

I chat with as many auditionees in 

a 5-foot radius of my seat as I can. 
They’re so anxious that they’re infect- 
ing me with their anxiety, some of 
them talking nonstop, others singing 
Cyndi Lauper together to burn off a 
few kilowatts of nervous energy. Most 
of them have worked in theater before: 
little things down by the Wharf, or 
murder mystery dinner shows. A guy 
named Zach who has a big laugh and 
owns his own tutoring company has 
most recently been in Theater of Oth- 
ers’ The Taming of the Shrew. The sole 
exception to the jitters is a San Francis- 
co native named Bessie with a “desk job 
in intellectual property,” who has never 
auditioned for anything in her life. 

The others would do well to keep 
their cool as Bessie does, because 
as director Kenny Mazlow says, 
several times, they’re looking to cast 
specific roles. 

“It is no indication of your talent,” 
Mazlow repeats on behalf of the di- 
rectorial team. He says it several more 
times. It is also not an easy lesson to 


absorb. 


Beach Blanket Babylon, the Bay Ar- 
ea’s equivalent of The Fantasticks — or 
possibly Guiding Light — has run for 
over 15,000 performances, making it 
the longest-running musical revue in 
theater history. The ostentatious head- 
pieces and broad, bawdy humor have 
kept this show a mainstay for decades 
even as its cultural references have mor- 
phed underfoot a dozen times over. 

When Mazlow calls the first 12 
people onstage — numbered 2-12 plus 
14, as nobody wants to be first, and 13 
would send a superstitious actor into 
a fit of apoplexy — the house hushes. 
One by one, actors rise from their 
chairs, hand their sheet music to the 
piano player, and grin widely into the 
dark. Most are in their 20s and 30s, 
and enunciate like pros. 

There’s very little chatter in the 
peanut gallery, although when one 
woman states that she'll be singing 
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Beyoncé, I overhear someone mutter, 
“T hope she modulates.” (She does, but 
she’s way off-rhythm, and returns to 
her chair conspicuously quickly.) How- 
ever cutthroat the competition, people 
are respectful. 

A woman who appears to have 
been destined to play the part of 
Snow White since she was a blastocyst 
launches into “If My Friends Could See 
Me Now.’ It’s polished, and she’s asked 
to do it up an octave, and then up a 
further third, making it obvious what 
one of today’s sought-after roles is. (A 
Snow White understudy has gotten 
pregnant, I learn later.) 

To determine who merits a call- 
back, the producers don’t shy from 
throwing curve balls. It might seem 
a little malicious if you’re the one 
on stage, tasked with extemporizing 
“Dentist!” from Little Shop of Horrors 
in the style of Richard Simmons, but 
it’s just meant to demonstrate your 
chops. A zaftig redhead in a goth skirt 
did not blink after being asked to sing 
Heart’s “Alone” as Barbra Streisand, 
Miley Cyrus, and then Liza. 

Sensing this, people giddily play 
to type, a self-reinforcing mechanism 
that cuts through the theater gener- 
ally. A John-Travolta-as-Danny-Zuko 
lookalike does “Hanky Panky” from 
Leader of the Pack. A lithe woman at- 
tacks Avenue Q’s “It Sucks to Be Me” 
with technical proficiency but with an 
exaggerated tonal harshness. A Ste- 
phen Colbert body double bangs out 
Sinatra’s “Fly Me to the Moon.” Virtu- 
ally every African-American woman 
with any talent to speak of is asked to 
“Do it like Aretha.” 

While a woman who sang “Sixteen 
Going on Seventeen” mimed a handjob 
with the microphone, the most spec- 
tacular fail of the afternoon comes

when a guy with slicked-back hair, 

a burgundy velvet jacket, sharkskin 
pants, and no socks glues on an Italian 
organ grinder mustache to sing a song 
from Gypsy, only to choke completely. 

Such spectacles roll right off of Jo 
Schuman Silver, the very-much active 
widow of Beach Blanket Babylon’s cre- 
ator, Steve Silver. 

“Each one is coming because Beach 
Blanket is such a fun, unique place, 
that they’re all looking to stand out 
with a gimmick, which is not really 
what Beach Blanket is,” Schuman Silver 
told me later by phone. “We enjoy it, 
we love it, if we think there’s some 
talent, we’ll call them back, and we al- 
ways keep the ones we like on file. We 
always tell them — orI tell Kenny to 
tell them — ‘Don't feel bad about this. 
Come back and audition again. We’re 
looking for specifics.” 

Noting that the show wouldn't 
last 40 years by crushing the spirit 
of San Francisco’s theatrical talent 
pool, Schuman Silver adds, “We tried 
to do them like Steve did. Of course 
he was looking for talent, but all he 
wanted was for everybody to feel at 
ease and have a great time. The people 
who didn’t get into the show sent him 
thank-you notes. We try to put every- 
body at ease and have fun.” 

And it is fun, in spite of the pal- 
pable fear. I asked the guy with the 
organ-grinder mustache how he was 
feeling, and he was candid and sur- 
prisingly upbeat. 

“I buckled,” he said. “If I knew what 
it was he was asking for, I would have 
done it differently. I only picked the 
song two days prior.” 

Will he come back? 

“Oh, definitely!”

I Am Big Bird: 
The Caroll Spinney Story 
Not Rated. Opens Friday, May 15, at 
the Balboa Theatre. 
Dave LaMattina and Chad N. Walker’s 
documentary takes us inside the man 
inside the world’s first favorite muppet. 
A product of approximately equal parts 
support (mom) and abuse (dad), Caroll 
Spinney, now 81, was an ambitious but 
sensitive kid, and one who'd also been 
bullied. (“Someday those bastards are 
gonna brag they knew me,” he cops to 
having thought.) Spinney wasn’t into 
team sports, but the film notes that the 
semi-hermetic enclosures required to 
play Big Bird and Oscar the Grouch 
(Spinney’s other character) involve some 
athleticism: He dons a full-body suit 
(with 4,000 feathers) for the former and 
a garbage can for the latter. Spinney first 
caught Jim Henson’s eye when coping 
with a technical puppet-show difficulty 
by publicly pantomiming his own anx- 
ious frustration. In the early Sesame 
Street days he floundered a little, and 
didn’t quite fit in, but eventually had the 
insight to play his primary character as a 
guileless child. Maintaining Big Bird’s 
innocence hasn't been easy for Spinney 
— consider a divorce from a first wife 
who (allegedly) didn’t appreciate his 
work; the resurgence of self-doubt, this 
time suicidal; the haunting near-miss of 
almost having been on the doomed final 
flight of space shuttle Challenger; the 
threatening ascendancy of Elmo; and 
the financial hostility of Mitt Romney. 
This litany of woes doesn’t even men- 
tion the brutal murder that occurred on 
Spinney’s property 10 years ago — 
something the filmmakers, in their most 
recent cut, decided not to mention. A 
slathering of sentimentally triumphant 
music emphasizes what seems like a feel- 
ing of protectiveness for their subject, 
but fair enough. Seen in archive footage, 
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the moment when Big Bird learned his 
human friend Mr. Hooper had died is, as 
ever, completely devastating. Jonathan

The 100-Year-Old Man 
Who Climbed Out the Window 
and Disappeared 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the 
Sundance Kabuki Cinemas. 
Of this week’s two foreign comedies 
about elderly crime sprees, Felix Hern- 
gren’s very funny The 100-Year-Old Man 
Who Climbed Out the Window and Disap- 
peared wins by a long shot, even if it does 
begin with the death of a cat, which is al- 
ways tricky. The 100-year-old man in 
question is the simpleminded Allan 
(Robert Gustafsson), exiled to a nursing 
after getting revenge on the fox that 
killed his cat. Allan’s subsequent escape 
leads to a cross-country chase involving

The Caroll Spinney Story 





the police, a motorcycle gang after a suit- 
case full of cash, and an elephant. (Unlike 
the Proboscidea-free Hunting Elephants, 
there’s actually an elephant in this 
movie!) Meanwhile, Allan flashes back to 
key moments from his century of living, 
an odd life that involved frequently 
blowing things up for a living while rub- 
bing shoulders with historical figures like 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco (Kolda 
Losada), Robert Oppenheimer (Philip 
Rosch), and Harry S. Truman (Kerry 
Shale). Comparisons to Forrest Gump are 
inevitable, but unlike that film’s unpleas- 
antly conservative morality, The 100 
Year-Old Man Who Climbed Out the Win- 
dow and Disappeared is gleefully amoral, 
never more so than when ruminating on 
how families are formed. And if you lis- 
ten closely, you can hear Private Wilhelm 
getting shot in the Gulag flashback.

Saint Laurent 
Rated R. Opens Friday, May 15, at 
Embarcadero Center Cinema. 
Bertrand Bonello’s film comes on like a 
narcotic, and presents the life of late de- 
signer Yves Saint Laurent in a series of 
oblique narrative vignettes. It’s an alter- 
native, at least, to the similarly numbing 
proliferation of fashion-focused docu- 
mentaries, including the one Pierre Tho- 
retton made about Saint Laurent a few 
years ago, LAmour Fou. Achieving re- 
demption for his risible young Lecter 
in Hannibal Rising, Gaspard Ulliel here at 
last looks the part — he seems quite at 
home in boxy glasses and fey ennui, par- 
tying through the social upheaval of 
1968, now and then sketching a dress 
with Mozart playing to help him concen- 
trate. ‘Td like to stop, but I can’t,” this 
Saint Laurent says, a long way in, and 
something in the movie’s metabolism 
seems to echo that sentiment. Bonello’s 
detail-minded yet distant approach 
seems vaguely kindred with Mike Leigh’s 
in Mr. Turner, an equally lengthy and un- 
conventional biopic, and who really 
knows why two-and-a-half hours of dis- 
cursive, deliberate mystery can be easier 
to tolerate in one artist's story than an- 
other’s? Maybe it has to do with the dif- 
ference between an approximation of 
style and an approximation of life. 
But Saint Laurent is aesthetically rich, 
with exacting production design and a 
semi-jaundiced sepia hue that periodi- 
cally evokes the brittleness of an aging 
newspaper. Maybe that’s the idea: that 
decadence, over time, has a way of turn- 
ing into sentimental clutter. JK 


Dark Star: H.R. Giger’s World 
Not Rated. Opens Friday, May 15, at 
Opera Plaza Cinema. 
As the overture of Belinda Sallin’s film 
recounts it, approaching the late H.R. 
Giger’s woods-ensconced Zurich home 
felt a little like going upriver in Apoca- 
lypse Now. There was a jungly enclosure, 
many skulls, and a general aura of de- 
rangement. But of course the main Giger 


movie association will always be Alien, on 
account of the titular creature. Yes, it was 
he who designed it, and maybe sorta 
somehow lived it? “What makes it stron- 
ger is the reality, not the fantasy,’ a 
young Ridley Scott avows in Alien’s archi- 
val making-of footage — which explains 
why Giger, that surrealist specialist of 
bio-mechanical sex horrors, became his 
go-to guy for xenomorph actualization. 
Scott isn’t identified by name here, ei- 
ther because Sallin assumes we already 
know who he is and that’s why we’re 
watching this H.R. Giger documentary in 
the first place, or because she'd rather 
shift the emphasis, to assert that Giger’s 
most famous direct cultural contribution 
is hardly the only important thing about 
him. True enough: There was also that 
“Penis Landscape” poster insert in the 





Dead Kennedys’ album Frankenchrist, 
which caused some trouble in its day. 
Talking-head consensus seems to be that 
Giger’s work tapped into the otherwise 
unremembered trauma of the perinatal 
journey; all he really knew was that in 
general he put his exquisitely creepy vi- 
sions on canvas to keep them from freak- 
ing him out. For this the rewards were 
many, including at least one touching 
scene of autograph-seekers getting tear- 
ful and showing him their spooky hom- 
age tats. JK

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Hunting Elephants There are often mini-trends in cin- 


ema, as in competing biographies of a single person 
(your Capotes, your Hitchcocks, your Prefontaines), 
or multiple movies about large things hitting Earth. 
This week brings us two different foreign films about 
old men embarking on a life of crime, the less inter- 
esting of which is Reshef Levi's Hunting Elephants. 
Jonathan (Gil Blanks) is teenager whose father 
(Tzvika Hadar) dies on the job as a security guard at 
a bank run by the unctuous Dedi (Moshe lvgy), who 
uses a loophole in the fine print to deny the family 
any insurance compensation, even as he moves 
in on Jonathan's mother, Dorit (Yael Abecassis). 
Jonathan begins reconnecting with his estranged 
grandfather Eliyahu (Sasson Gabai), and along with 
Eliyahu's friend Nick (Moni Moshonov), they plan 
to rock Dedi’s bank, with the help of Uncle Michael 
(Patrick Stewart), a flamboyant British stage actor. 
Unfortunately, this Israeli version of Going in Style's 
attempts to be edgy — particularly regarding the 
lustfulness of the elderly men toward a voluptuous 
nurse (Rotem Zussman-Cohen) — are frequently 
vulgar without being funny, crossing the line from 
commenting on sexism to actually being sexist. 
The only real pleasures in Hunting Elephants come 
from Stewart's broad performance, playing up to his 
current dandy persona, but he’s not enough to make 
the film worth tracking down. (SC)

Maggie You kids today just don’t understand what it 


was like in the old days, when zombie movies were 
exotically rare, and when Arnold Schwarzenegger 
as a dad looking out for his daughter meant fully 
automatic genocide on behalf of pre-teen Alyssa 
Milano in Commando. How the sheltered boy-man 
loins were stirred back then! Admittedly the ho-hum 
factor in Maggie — with wearied Ahnuld as protector 
of a gradually festering young Abigail Breslin against 
ominous martial-law quarantine — might only be a 
matter of fuddy-duddy perspective. To be fair, he 
snaps someone's neck in the first 10 minutes, and 
takes an ax to someone else's a little later, but they 
were zombies; that’s just what you do. The rest 
seems like a lot of moping around: Here he is having 
a worried smoke by some biohazard bins, there 
squeezing a single tear from his unprecedentedly 
grizzled face. It's Breslin who does most of the 
crying, on account of her unfortunate diagnosis, 
that ‘“‘necro-ambulist viral epidemic.” Filmmaker 
Henry Hobson has a good eye for dusky scenes 
of fallow earth and ashen skies. And just because 
a notable public health emergency has happened 
doesn't mean this can't also be one of those little 
indies in which attractive young people exude their 
attractive youth by running around with sparklers 
in music-covered montages. This does increase the 
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poignancy of some of them being doomed to become 
putrescent cannibals. And there goes the species; 
Terminator not even required. (JK)

What the Castro has long 
needed are more and better restaurants, 
and it’s been getting them. I’ve written 
this before, but dining options in the 
Castro have recently improved by about 
a factor of five. Yes, Anchor Oyster Bar 
has been there since Harvey Milk’s cam- 
era shop was open next door, and Fran- 
ces and Starbelly have been around a 
while, but in the last couple of years, 
Beso, Hecho, and Kitchen Story have ex- 
panded things beyond the middling 
tourist traps as Hi Tops, Super Duper, 
Ike’s, and even Réveille Coffee have 
welded the upscale to the casual. 

It wasn’t always that way. I’m go- 
ing to go out on a limb here and say 
that nobody remembers Brandy Ho’s 
the restaurant that emphasized 
“No MSG!” practically to the point of 
embossing the toilet paper — very 
fondly. (The one on Columbus lives 
yet; I actually took my parents there 
once, but only to keep them from see- 
ing The Stinking Rose.) In any case, 
Lark couldn’t be cheesier than its 
predecessor at 4068 18th St. if it had 
singing waiters and a salad bar. 

Mercifully, it doesn’t. But it does 
have very lively patrons, the kind who 
love coming to the Castro and going 
totally bananas. On my first visit, 
we were seated in the front window 
(yea) next to a raucous birthday party 
(boo). One woman was wearing a bra 
as a top — like Sue-Ellen Mischke, 
the Oh Henry! candy bar heiress from 
Seinfeld — and the entire party of 
six screamed over each other for an 
hour. I hate to poop on people’s good 
time, but this is a real obstacle to the 
Castro acquiring true neighborhood-y 
restaurants: A sizable percentage 
of diners are always going to treat 
dinner as a pretext to pregame. (The 
atmosphere during visit No. 2 was 
better. It was still packed, but mostly 
with post-Grindr dates occupying 
two-tops.) 

Having said all of that, Lark — 
which is unrelated to the Lark Creek 
Group — is more than decent, a 
neighborhood restaurant in a neigh- 
borhood that still lacks enough spots 
in the stratum between fine dining 
and overpriced mediocrity. It’s afford- 
able, it combines Mediterranean tech- 
niques with California ingredients, 
and the wine list is big. Plates are 
shareable, and even if dishes like the 
Lark salad (baby spinach, fingerling 
potatoes, feta, dates, roasted wal- 
nuts, and apple cider vinegar dress- 
ing, $9) turn out to be merely okay, 
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they’re saved by things you’d expect 
to be ordinary but which surprise you 
with how flavorful they really are. 
The plate of olives ($5) marinated in 
sumac and oregano, for instance, was 
a little rock star. 

The rest of the menu averaged 
two hits for every miss, but the hits 
truly were hits. I’m almost embar- 
rassed to admit it, but the truffle 
fries were tops. Served in a fryer

Castroville Artichoke Festival 


The Artichoke Festival Returns

While we love Outside Lands, 
and the Folsom Street Fair, and maybe 
even the Ramen Festival for the sheer 
horror of watching famished people wait 
three hours for soup, the best fests are 
the more obscure ones with a small, but 
passionate focus. 

The last weekend in May — which 
is not Memorial Day weekend, but 
the one after — Castroville throws 
its Artichoke Food & Wine Festival, 
which has been running for well over 
half a century to showcase the Pajaro 
Valley’s signature crop. While familiar 
enough, artichokes aren’t exactly the 
most common agricultural product 
grown in California (and the U.S. pro- 
duces fewer of them than Peru or Mo- 
rocco). What’s up with that? They’re 
really good. 

To rectify this, this year’s festival 
is bigger than ever. Beyond children 
dressed in artichoke costumes, anda 
music stage with country acts, there 
are wine tastings and microbrew 
pairings, “ARTY-tinis” made from 
something called ARTY Water, an 
artichoke eating contest, vendors, ce- 
lebrity chefs doing demos, and more. 
Entrance is only $10 for adults. 

Sadly, we don’t live in a dairy-and- 
soybean region of the country where 
state fairs routinely feature life-size 
Michael Jacksons fashioned out of 
butter, but that doesn’t mean we don’t 
have, um, art o’choke. Among the 
many rules in the curiously named 
“Agro Art Contest” (sounds so angry!) 
is a stipulation that three-dimensional 
masterpieces must contain at least 
60 percent produce and 10 percent 
artichokes. Sponsor Ocean Mist Farms 
provides the latter, as well as the cau- 
liflowers and the broccoli. Entrants 
can also use brush or grasses in their 
sculptures, but not flowers. 

If artichokes have always left you 
scratching your head, wondering 
why anybody would ever like these 
sharp-edged thistles that require 


more work to eat than crab, surely 
the Artichoke Festival will disabuse 
you of any preconceived notions. But 
in case you're not curious enough 

to click around for the etymology of 
this unusual word, it comes from the 
Arabic al-karsufa, which got mutilated 
into articiocco (“high stump”) by the 
time it reached Italy, which made up 
for the error by creating the lovely 
artichoke liqueur, Cynar. Silly nomen- 
clature aside, artichokes are delicious 
and you'll definitely come away with a 
deeper understanding of their culinary 
possibilities after attending this on- 
ly-in-California festival.

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aluma-raised, free-range Rocky 
chicken’s thighs, wings, and breasts. 
It’s delightfully tender, with a light- 
er-than-normal crust free of grease 
and crumbs. Like a perfect tempura 
coating, it doesn’t shatter but gently 
dissolves in the mouth. 

“Ive’s” refers to an old-fashioned 
fried chicken joint in Midland, Mich., 
that Ogden frequented during his 
youth. Humble origins, yes, but there 
is no escaping that this fried chicken 
is priced for Sand Hill Road venture 
capitalists. (Just to give a compari- 
son, the recently opened Trestle in 
San Francisco offers similar spruced- 
up diner classics, and for just $6

more than this fried chicken diners 
can have a full three-course prix fixe 
meal). 

This fine diner concept doesn’t 
come totally out of left field for Og- 
den, who had been doing elevated 
comfort food long before the fad 
sprang up after the recession. After 
serving as executive chef for Camp- 
ton Place when it shared the limelight 
with Stars as being San Francisco’s 
“It” restaurant in the ’80s, Ogden 
founded Lark Creek Group and 
went on to Vegas to create a burger 
that GQ’s Alan Richman named the 
best in America in 2009. 

Bradley’s Fine Diner is only a small 
step below this ambitious cooking vi- 
sion, except with a train station out- 
side instead of a Celine Dion concert. 
In Vegas, Ogden was one of the very 
select few big name chefs on the Strip 
who lived in the desert and cooked at 
his restaurant. He deserves applause 
for avoiding over-expansion and the 
celebrity trap. 

Luckily, Ogden’s butterscotch pud- 
ding from his Lark Creek days ($6) re- 
surfaces here. A little digging beneath 
the whipped cream yields one of the 
more consistently satisfying Bay Area 
desserts. Go crazy dipping the oat- 
meal cookie in the pudding, a most 
enjoyable way to cap an evening. All 
in all, Ogden’s career is such a fasci- 
nating story and the mighty fine fried 
chicken makes Bradley’s Fine Diner a 


big ... deal.

The Black Manhattan has gone 
from a drink that prompts inquisitive 
looks to one that’s begun appearing 
on the hippest menus across the city.

He and I had worked for the 
same company — one which 
Mike said, with the benefit 
of hindsight, has been 
sliding towards failure 
for a decade. 

“Environments 
like that are 
no fun,” Mike 
said. “When 
everybody’s 
trying to save 
the ship there’s 
no time to 
breathe. I really 
should have 
gotten out of 
there years ago, 
but I kept finding 
an excuse not to. 
There was always one 
more thing.” 

He ordered and beer 
and a shot of rye — he’s 
going to keep ordering that all 
evening. I ran through the cocktail 
list. 

I liked Iron & Gold as soon as I 
walked in. A rough, wooden bar 
with green walls and framed black- 
and-white photos, its low lighting 
and big liquor shelf are miles away 
from slick. It was only later that I 
saw the comfy back area with wooden 
walls, rustic furniture, and wood- 
burning stove. It’s like walking into 
a frontier cabin (which is never 
something that I'd looked for ina 
bar, but I love it now). 

Iron & Gold likes what it 
likes and makes no effort to be 
comprehensive. The menu features 
an odd combination of low-rent 
beers ($2 cans of Miller High Life 
Pony, for instance) alongside high- 
end ales like Duvel, Einstok, and 
Rodenbach. Beyond a wine list just 
five entries long, Iron & Gold offers 
makes eight signature cocktails (plus 
specials), though it obviously gives 
a damn about them all. It also offers 










cigarettes on the menu, including 
rolling tobacco and papers. I love that. 

I was immediately drawn to the 
Pimm’s Cup, which I believe every 
bar should be required by law to keep 
handy just for warm sunny days. 
Unfortunately, the bartender got it 
all wrong: too much mint, not nearly 
enough citrus. It wasn’t outright terri- 
ble, but, come on — it was like order- 
ing a gin and tonic and finding choco- 
late syrup at the bottom. I was baffled, 
but fortunately it was Iron & Gold’s 
only misstep. By the time I moved on 
to the excellent Black Manhattan, ev- 
erything was right in the world. 

I once wrote a book about failure 
with a guy named Chicken, who be- 
lieves that you have to eschew easy 

success and embrace failure be- 
cause the only way you can 
push your boundaries is 
by trying new things 
until you eventually 
screw up. A lot of 
psychologists agree. 
A certain kind of 
failure is the best 
tool for learning 
that we have. 
But Mike and 
I weren't talking 
about that. We 
were talking about 
an organization 
that, we agreed, 
failed because it 
didn’t really under- 
stand itself. At heart, 
it was really a small, elite, 
boutique institution, but 
one that thought of itself as 
a globe-striding colossus constantly 
doubling in size and offering some- 
thing for everyone. It was calibrated 
to the most boring kind of failure, the 
kind where you learn nothing. 

“I know you were being a good 
team player,” Mike told me, “but I also 
know you were holding back for it. I 
think you should have put your foot 
down and said, ‘We're doing it right, 
or I’m out.” 

Maybe. It would have been a rush. 
Meanwhile, that amaro-heavy Black 
Manhattan reminds me of why I like 
bars with rough edges. It shows they 
haven’t been ground down by the 
bland uniformity of management- 
speak, promising all success, all the 
time. Screw that. It’s not the world I 
want to live, or drink, in.

30 Years of Psychocandy and 
Dysfunctional Brotherhood 


The Jesus and Mary Chain celebrate the good times at The Warfield May 16 and 17.

The Jesus and Mary Chain 
sound like a band playing delicately 
crafted melodies next to a table saw 
chewing away on a plate of candy glass - 
all soaked in reverb. The ever-present 
screeching of the table saw is a constant 
reminder that the lightly sung alt rock 
tunes were born from hate. The Reid 
brothers absolutely despised mid-’80s 
pop music, and set out to create a remedy 
for what they saw as a talentless, unin- 
spired void. Together, their songwriting 
would create the bridge between the Brit- 
ish punk movement of the 70s and’90s 
rock, Psychocandy. 

Some compared the group — known 
for inciting riots and being the catalyst 
to various acts of violence in its early 
days — to The Sex Pistols, but a young 
Jim Reid, the group’s lead vocalist, quick- 
ly dismissed that comparison in early 
interviews. One interviewer tried to pay 
Reid a compliment, saying the group was 
“streets ahead” of Joy Division. 

“Joy Division was shit. Joy Division 
was fucking rubbish. I don’t even like 
us being mentioned in the same sen- 
tence,’ a young, notoriously off-put- 
ting Reid replied before taking a sip of 
his drink. 

Decades later Reid would explain 
to me over the phone, “I’m terribly, 
terribly shy, and a lot of that supposed 
arrogance in the very beginning ... 
just didn’t know how to behave so I'd 
just get drunk and act like an absolute 
tit.” Offering an example, he continued, 
“We hired security guards who were 
really well paid, and they'd spend a few 
days on the road with us before they 
were the ones who were going to beat 
the living shit out of us! [Laugh:] They 
were! They would have to be persuaded 
not to by our management, we're like, 
‘Fucking hell, this is bad news. The guys 
we paid to protect us want to kill us, 
you know? We had to take a good close 
look at ourselves, you know?” 

The band re-formed in 2007 and is 
currently touring the U.S. and Canada 
to celebrate the 30th anniversary of 
Psychocandy, the dysfunctional group’s 
most celebrated and influential album. 
The band performs material from 
Psychocandy on Saturday, May 16, and 
Sunday, May 17, at The Warfield. It’s 
been 30 years since the band released 
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the 14 songs contained on the U.K. 
version, but their importance (or abili- 
ty to draw a crowd) remains. “The qual- 
ity doesn't dip,” Reid said of the album. 
“We were aware of it when we were re- 
cording it. Almost any track on it could 
have been a single. That doesn’t very 
often happen.” 

A lot has changed in the 30 years 
since Psychocandy’s release. When the 
band headlined Coachella in 2007, Reid 
had never played a show in the Mary 
Chain sober, and felt so nervous he 
could faint. And the always-tumultuous 
relationship between the brothers has 
found a new, low resting point. Through 
his dry wit and sense of humor (and 
thick Scottish accent), you can hear an 
inkling of defeat in Reid’s voice when he 
speaks about his brother. The two got 
along well when the band was just an 
idea, and stayed close throughout the 
first few years of its existence, but the 
relationship gradually deteriorated. 

“Towards the end of the first peri- 
od of the band in 1997-98 it was just 
painful to be around each other,” Reid 
said from his home in England, a world 
away from his brother who resides in 
L.A.. “We just seemed to annoy the shit 
out of each other without even trying 
to (or if ’'m being honest, trying to as 
well). It wasn’t arguing about the music 
anymore, it was arguing about any- 
thing at all, like, “Who is going to make 
the next cup of the tea in the studio?’ 
The band would almost break up over 
an argument about tea.” 

The end of the band would ultimate- 
ly come when Jim and William came to 
blows only three days into a world tour 
in 1998. 

“The band didn’t need to break up, 
what should have happened is someone 
should have said “You go that way, you 
go that way, take six months or a year 
off and don’t talk to each other,” Reid 
said. “But they didn’t do that, what they 
did instead was book this big fucking 
world tour where we were both stuck 
on a tour bus together. The band broke 
up within three days of that tour. They 
stuck us on the bus and that was it.” 

Things weren't always so tense be- 
tween the brothers. When Jim quit his 
job working at the Rolls-Royce factory 
(“T couldn’t communicate with anyone 
who worked there. It was like we were 
just on completely different planets.”) 
and his father kicked him out of the 


house, Jim and William moved to Lon- 
don to live on the dole. That feeling of 
isolation, not only from his co-workers, 
but from the music going on at the time, 
would be a driving factor in the birth of 
The Jesus and Mary Chain. When their 
father was laid off, he gave some of his 
severance money to his sons. 

“He gave a few hundred quid to 
me and William — I dunno what he 
thought we were going to do with that, 
but when he got back from holiday we 
had bought this contraption, a four- 
track recording studio — one of the 
first portable recording studios that 
ever came out,” Reid recalled with a 
chuckle. “It was fairly safe to say he was 
pretty disgusted when he got back and 
had seen what we had spent the money 
he gave us on. He was like, ‘What the 
fuck is that?’ We said, “Well, this is go- 
ing to make us our fortune, and he was 
like, ‘Oh, Christ.” 

Despite their father’s doubts, the 
brothers would find great success to- 
gether in their musical endeavors, but 
one question still loomed — who would 
be the singer? Neither wanted the role, 
so they flipped a coin. 

“Tlost, and became the singer,” Reid 
laughed. “After a couple months he 
started to realize the singer got all the 
attention so he was like, ‘I want to do it 
now!’ and I was like, ‘No, oh fuck no, it’s 
settled now, William. We can’t go back, 
everyone knows I’m the singer now, it’d 
be weird.” 

Music — especially good music like 
The Jesus and Mary Chain — often 
has the power to transport listeners to 
a different time or place: to the place 
they first heard a song, or a time when 
they listened to it on repeat after a 
breakup. And although Reid will be in 
the driver seat when he hits the stage 
at The Warfield, and in control of the 
table saw-powered Psychocandy, he’ll 
also be taken for a nostalgic ride. 

“Psychocandy is a reminder of those 
good times. It’s still no walk in the park 
with me and William,” Reid said. “We 
just know not to go too far now. We 
know what an argument can do. But 
we re never going to get back to the 
way we were in 1985. We're never going 
to be that Jim and William again, so 
we just have to make the best of what 
there is.”

Ben UFO: 
The Best DJ 
In The World

If I were pressed to pick a sin- 
gular “Best DJ In The World,” my answer 
would be swift: Ben UFO. The refreshingly 
humble, boundlessly passionate DJ rep- 
resents all that is true, good, and sincere 
about DJing as an art and as a profession. 
He founded the most forward-thinking 
and creative record label in recent history, 
Hessle Audio, in 2007, alongside two simi- 
larly minded visionaries, Pearson Sound 
and Pangaea. He is the rarest breed of 
modern DJ, one whose career is built en- 
tirely on DJ sets (he doesn’t produce his 
own tunes) and a broad, wide-ranging love 
of music of all kinds; although his DJ sets 
skew towards “UK bass’”-style techno and 
lo-fi house, he frequently incorporates 
disco, jungle, experimental, industrial, 
pop, dubstep, footwork, and more into his 
sets. And he’s not afraid to experiment — 
“good enough” doesn’t seem to cut it for 
Ben, and whenever he’s behind the decks,

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FIXATED

My wife is one of those women who need manual stimu- 
lation of her clit during sex to climax. Before meeting 
her, I had several long-term girlfriends, and not one 
needed to do this in order to climax. Before we got mar- 
ried, I explained that I wanted to explore and push the 
boundaries, and she promised me that would happen. 
But she has no fantasies, kinks, or fetishes, and she’s 
not into any of the things I’ve proposed. Bringing this all 
together is that when we are having sex, she’s so fixated 
on stimulating her clit, it’s almost like we are in two dif- 
ferent worlds. When she’s working toward an orgasm, 
her eyes are shut and she’s concentrating on the rubbing 
— whether she’s doing it or lam — and I can’t help but 
wonder if the work it takes to get her to orgasm is part 
of the reason she’s not interested in exploring. I've 
talked to her several times about how Im yearning to do 
more, but I haven't brought up my thoughts on how the 
way she comes may be affecting things. 

Come As You Are 


My thoughts, in no particular order... 

1. Three out of four women need direct, fo- 
cused, and sometimes intense stimulation of 
their clit in order to climax — sailing a dick up 
the vaginal canal isn’t going to do it for most 
women — so either you lucked out and all of 
your previous girlfriends were 25 percenters or 
many/most/all of your previous girlfriends were 
faking it. 

2. I’ve never met a man who wasn't fixated on 
stimulating his dick during sex and/or having his 
dick stimulated for him during sex. 

3. If your wife is picking up on your negativity 
about the way her pussy works, that could neg- 
atively impact her enthusiasm for sex in general 
and sex with you in particular. 

4. Your wife is fantasizing about something 
when she closes her eyes and starts rubbing her 
clit. You might be able to have more productive 
conversations about your sex life — and your 
desire for a more adventurous one — if you drew 
her out about what’s going on in her head when 
she’s getting off. Tell her how sexy she looks, tell 
her you would love to know what she’s thinking 
about, tell her how hot her fantasy is if she opens 
up about it (and don’t freak out if she’s not fanta- 
sizing about you), carefully build on her fantasy 
with some dirty talk. Once she opens up about 
whatever it is that’s unspooling in her head, you 
can suggest realizing her fantasies in real life — 
and a few of yours as well. 

5. And...um... lastly ... Your wife may need to 
block you out — she may need to clamp her eyes 
shut — in order to climax because... um... she 
may not be sexually attracted to you. That’s harsh, 
I realize, and I hope that’s not the case. But if 
marital sex for her is a joyless exercise — she gets 
you off then clamps her eyes shut and gets herself 
off — then this is a problem that can’t be fixed, 
and spending the next five decades trying to fix it 
will be both futile and frustrating. 

Here’s hoping your wife’s issue is something 
more common and something that can be fixed 
— she’s sexually repressed but can work through 
it, this clamp-eyes-and-rub-clit routine was her 
masturbatory go-to for years but you two can find 
new and exciting ways to get her off. Those new 
and exciting ways to get her off will most likely 
require her to fixate on stimulating her clit — and 
that’s okay. 


I'ma lesbian who has been pretty successful at online 
dating. Lately, however, I’ve had a few women contact 
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me who turn out not to be cisgender. I’ve tried to 
remain open, but I have never been attracted toa 
trans woman. I don’t rule out the possibility that it 
could happen. But one great thing about online 
dating is that you can express preferences before going 
ona date, and Id rather not unknowingly walk into 
these potentially awkward and painful situations. Is 
there something I could put on my profile expressing 
my preference for cisgender women that is not 
offensive to trans people? It’s important to me that I 
remain an ally. 


Can I Say? 


You can put “not into trans women” in your 
online dating profile, CIS, but you'll have to hand 
in your Trans Ally card. Gay men are likewise 
free to put “no fats, no femmes” or “white guys 
only — just expressing my preference” on their 
profiles, and too many do (and not all of them 
are white guys), but gay men who do that have to 
hand in their Not an Asshole cards. Occasionally 
having coffee with someone you re not into — 
and having to tiptoe through the awkwardness 
— isn’t something you can avoid in online dating. 
You would have to do that even if only cis lesbians 
responded to your ads, as you're presumably not 
attracted to all cis lesbians. Having a coffee now 
and then with a trans woman you most likely 
won't find attractive — but you never know — is 
a small price to pay to make the online dating 
world a less shitty place for trans people. It’s what 
an ally would do. 


I'ma 29-year-old gay guy in a committed relationship. 
My boyfriend says he feels sexually inadequate, be- 
cause I’m not the type of guy who needs to come in or- 
der to feel that I had great sex. Honestly, foreplay and 
receiving anal sex are much more pleasurable for me. If 
I want to come, I will, just not all the time. As long as 
there's plenty of kissing, touching, and licking — and 
all the other wonderful “ings” — I don't feel like ejacu- 
lation is a big deal. He thinks it means I'm not at- 
tracted enough to him. He’s self-conscious since his 
dick is a bit on the small side, and my not coming seems 
to make it worse. I’ve told him that I find him utterly 
attractive — bless those legs, that chest, that ass — 
and I always try to make him have an orgasm. I’ve also 
tried to come more often for him, but sometimes I’m 
just not in the mood. I’ve also told him that he’s not do- 
ing anything wrong and this is just the way I’m wired. 
He says he still feels inadequate. I don’t know what 
else to do or say. 

Orgasms Reliably Great Although 

Sometimes Missed 


You've done the reassuring thing (about his 
size), you've done the explaining thing (this is 
just the way you're wired), and you've done the 
meeting him halfway thing (coming more often 
to appease/mollify). Now it’s time for the exas- 
perated ultimatum thing. I’ve taken the liberty 
of scripting your ultimatum: “You have to stop 
obsessing about whether or not I come every time 
we fuck. I would never make you feel bad about 
your dick, but you're making me feel bad about 
my dick. So here’s the deal: You're going to drop 
this. You’re going to take ‘Yes, I’m attracted to 
you and “This is how my dick works’ for an an- 
swer. And you're not going to bring this up any- 
more. Sometimes I'll come, sometimes I won't. 
Putting up with that — and getting over your in- 
securities or at least shutting up about them — is 
the price of admission to be with me. If you can’t 
pay that price, if me not coming every time we 
have sex is something you'll never get over, then 
we should break up.”
